PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH WILL 
COOPERATE WITH THE INTFfi- 
CHUKCH WOULD MOVEMENT 
IN DRIVE BEGINNING 
APRIL 25TH 


Two iniJL• m dollars of (ht* ^iTIJUU,- 
UUU.tKKMKKJ 1920-21 New Era Budget 
will he set aside for the endowment 
of colleges under the direction of the 
G< in I'ft] Board of Education of tlm 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S, A 
This hoard is engaged in a five year 
campaign foi $35,000,000, $7,(111 [1,0(10 
a year; or which 12,000,000 cumvs 
from t.he New Fra increase and .$11,- 
000,000 is raided by the colleges them- 
selves, Seventeen Presbyterian cut 
leges art 1 being iiklud this year. 

To make known the aims of the 
Presbyterian Church in the educa¬ 
tional find other fields, the Pres by 
ter inn New Em movement in iiain 1 ' 
paid advertising in the weeklies uni 
dailies of the 57 Presbyterian coL 
leges. Thin is the first time such a 
| campaign has been so carried for- 
ward. The colleges are located in 33 
states, from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
> ctfie coast. 

With the increased suma to he set 
: aside for colleges, professorC salaries 
will be raised and various imp rove - 
| mentis made on the grounds and build¬ 
ings. Some new buildings m*e also 
contemplated, 

In addition to making known what 
will be dome with the increased sums 
asked far, the advertisements in the 
college papers are also endeavoring to 
secure the co-operation of the stud¬ 
ents with the local Presbyterian 
churches. It is being urged on the 
Presbyterian students that they 
should ally themselves with tilt* Pres¬ 
byterian church in (heir vicinity and 
give themselves as well as their funds 
towards its aid. 

The $23,000,00 budget allows $7.- 
(500,000 for increased work in the 
twenty-seven countries in which mis¬ 
sion and educational activities arc 
carried on by the Presbyterian 
church. It alsu includes over $4,000,- 
000 for the work of Home Missions, 
which is largely educational in char¬ 
acter. Enlarged activities in Sun 
day School, Evangelism, church erer 
timi and tempura net* are also provid¬ 
ed for. The Presbyterian boards of 
missions arid education operate hun¬ 
dreds of schools and colleges in this 
and other countries.
